The  Air  Force  is  scheduled  to  put  on  quite  a show  with 
an  exhibit  of  Air  Force  equipment  including  jets,  B-36's  and 
B-47’s.  Aircraft  manufacturers  and  aircraft  accessories  man- 
ufacturers hove  been  asked  to  display  their  latest  products 
with  the  airlines  showing  seme  of  their  latest  and  neatest 
equipment.  Display  booths  wUl  be  available  for  exhibitors 
and  an  interesting  time  is  guaranteed  for  all.  Paul  Covert, 
president  oi  the  Billings  Chamber  of  Commerce  aviation 
committee  has  assur^  us  this  will  be  Montana's  biggest 
air  event  for  the  year. 


U.S.  FOREST  SERVICE  SPRAYING  OPERATIONS 

The  U.  S.  Forest  Service  contributed  to  the  construction 

01  an  excellent  airstrip  at  Gardiner,  Montana-  This  3,000 
foot  airfield  was  graded  and  covered  with  decomposed 
granite  at  a cost  of  $10,000  wilh  the  Forest  Service  con- 
tributing $7,000,  the  lovm  of  Gardiner  $2,000  and  Pork  Coun- 
ty $1,000.  Gardiner  now  has  an  all  weather  airstrip  at 
cm  altitude  of  5,300  feet  suitable  for  all  types  of  alrcroll. 

'Ihe  Central  Aircraft  of  Yakima,  Washington,  moved 
into  Gardiner  the  second  week  in  luly  wilh  12  Slearmons, 

2 B-18's  and  one  Navy  TBM.  Spraying  operations  included 
several  thousand  acres  within  Yellowstone  Park  and  the 
Yellowstone  drainage  between  Livingston  and  Gardiner. 

The  Gardiner  operation  was  completed  on  July  22nd 
and  Central  Aircraft  moved  iheu  equipment  to  Hamilton. 
Montana,  where  extensive  spraying  operations  are  taking 
place  on  the  upper  Bttlerrool  drainage.  The  hot  weather 
has  accelerated  the  spruce  bud  worm  development  and  a 
B-17  was  called  into  use  to  work  with  the  Central  Aircraft 
fleet  in  completing  Ihe  Bitterroot  spraying  operations. 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  Ihe  Slate  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction,  Ihe  Astern  Montana  College 
of  Education  at  Billings,  and  the  University  of  Montana  at 
Mlssoulo  sponsored  aviation  seminars  for  teachers  during 
the  months  ol  June  and  July.  The  program  was  directed 
by  Dr.  Homer  A.  Humphreys  of  West  Point,  Virginia,  as- 
sisted by  Genevieve  Squires  of  the  Slate  Department  ol 
Public  Instruction. 

Ll.  Col.  Paul  Tunm.  an  Air  Force  ROTC  instructor  and 
pilot,  assisted  on  the  Billings  program.  Col.  Timm's  ser- 
vices were  contributed  by  the  Air  Force  of  the  request  of 
the  Montana  Civil  Air  Patrol  Wing.  The  Billings  program 
included  an  intensive  sludy  of  aviotion  malenol  presented 
to  the  teachers  to  give  them  a background  In  aviation  in- 
formation and  the  source  of  materials  which  they  raoy  use 
In  their  regular  school  work,  thereby  integrating  aviation 
into  courses  and  currlculums  at  elementary  school  level. 
Field  work  included  a trip  by  air  to  the  Greet  Falls  Air  Force 
Base,  a breakfast  flight  to  Hardin,  Montana,  together  with 
famUlanzollon  flights  and  a tour  of  the  Billings  airport,  spon- 
sored by  the  Montana  Pilots  Association  and  the  Billings 
flight  operators.  There  were  14  teachers  enrolled  in  this 
seminar  which  had  the  largest  enrollment  of  ai.y  of  ihe 
seminar  scheduled  at  Eastern  Montana  College. 

The  seminar  at  Missoula  was  attended  by  16  teochers 
and  Major  Frost  ol  the  University  ROTC  assisted  Dr.  Homer 
A.  Humphreys  in  the  education  work.  The  Missoula  pro- 
gram was  (or  secondary  teochers  with  the  field  work  in- 
cluding a breakfast  flight  to  Plains,  a tour  oi  the  Missoula 
airport  and  a trip  to  Fairchild  Air  Force  Bose  ol  Spokane. 
Transporialion  for  the  flight  was  furnished  by  Johnson  Hying 
Service.  Missoula  Aena!  Service  together  with  Air  Force 
oircroll  flown  by  Air  Force  liaison  personnel  with  Civil  Air 
Patrol. 

This  is  the  third  year  ihe  Montana  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission has  sponsored  training  programs  for  teachers  and 
if  is  planned  to  continue  this  aviation  education  program 
with  the  units  of  Ihe  Slate  University. 


NEAR  INTERNATIONAL  INCIDENT 
It  has  been  reported  to  this  office  that  a displaced 
former  MIG  pilot  now  working  for  Central  Aircraft  demon- 
strated his  acrobatic  proficiency  for  the  benefit  of  Hamilton 
residents  resulting  in  his  being  offered  free  room  and  board 
in  the  local  bastile.  It  seems  that  some  of  the  appreciative 
local  residents  come  to  his  defense  and  offered  to  pay  his 
fine  before  the  local  judge.  It  is  probable  that  this  leaves 
the  former  MIG  pilot  slightly  confused  and  appreciative  of 
our  democratic  way  of  life. 


AF  AND  CAA  URGE  FLIGHT  TRAINING  FOR 
AFROTC  STUDENTS 

The  AF  ond  the  CAA  have  strongly  endorsed  legisla- 
tion lo  provide  flight  training  for  ROTC  cadets,  before  a 
House  Armed  Services  subcommittee  which  has  completed 
hearings  on  HR  5738.  The  bill  would  authorize  the  sWre- 
tory  of  the  AF  to  contract  with  civilian  flying  schools  for  the 
training.  TTie  CAA  would  administer  and  supervise  the 
training. 

Lee  said  the  Defense  Department  program  would  pro- 
vide for  a minimum  of  35  hours  of  flight  training  at  civilian 
flight  schools  for  each  ROTC  cadet. — Am.  Avn.  Dally. 


AF  ROTC  FLIGHT  TRAINING  PROGRAM  APPROVED 
BY  HOUSE  COMMITTEE 

July  20.  1955 — The  House  Armed  Services  Committee 
yesterday  approved  legislation  providing  for  flight  training 
of  AF  ROTC  cadets.  The  bill  (H.R.  5738)  authorizes  the 
Secretary  of  the  AF  to  contract  with  flying  schools  for  a 
minimum  of  35  hours  of  flight  Instruction  lor  each  cadet.  The 
CAA  would  supervise  the  program,  and  would  issue  private 
pilot  cerilllcates  upon  successful  completion  of  the  course.

MONTHLY  REPORT 

The  followinQ  items  cue  taken  from  the  monthly  report 
of  the  director  os  presented  to  the  commission  at  their  regular 
meeting  on  July  20th.  195S: 

Border  Airstrip 

A dedication  ceremony  was  held  at  the  East  Poplar 
border  sltip  on  Sunday  )une  12th.  This  dedication  was 
sponsored  by  the  Montcma  PUots  Association  and  was  at- 
tended by  people  from  both  sides  of  the  line.  The  main 
speaker  on  the  program  was  Secretary  Burton  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  Saskatchewan.  Mac  lohnson  and  Gordon  C.  Sends 
together  with  the  director  attended  the  dedication.  An  esti- 
mated crowd  of  one  thousand  people  was  present  and  be- 
tween 20  and  30  aircraft  landed  at  the  border  strip  lor  the 
ceremony. 

Reappointment  of  Commission  Members 

A copy  o(  a letter  from  the  governor  to  the  secretary  of 
state  was  received  by  this  office  advising  of  the  reappoint- 
ment ol  Charles  A.  Lynch  and  Mac  Johnson  os  members 
of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  for  a four-year 
period  effective  June  23rd. 

A letter  was  received  by  this  office  from  commission 
member  Bill  Corson  advising  of  his  resignation  as  a com- 
mission member  and  Includ^  a copy  ol  a letter  from  Cor- 
son to  the  Governor. 

Search  and  Rescue 

The  office  of  the  Montano  Aeronautics  Commission 
was  alerted  by  Dick  Walsh  head  of  the  Flathead  County 
Rescue  Service  and  sheriff  of  Flathead  Coxinty.  Sheriff 
Walsh  advised  that  a Stinson  olrplane,  No.  58769,  had  de- 
parted from  Kalispell  on  the  morning  of  June  28ih  with  three 
uranium  prospectors  including  pilot  Phil  Meyers  of  Tacoma. 
Washington.  The  pilot  advised  that  he  had  planned  on 
doing  uranium  prospecting  in  the  area  south  of  the  Flathead 
river  and  that  they  would  return  about  noon.  An  organized 
search  was  Initiated  on  June  29lh  and  following  two  days 
of  bad  weather  eight  alrmaft  were  used  on  an  aerial  search 
initiated  under  the  direction  of  Walsh  and  Sol  Catron  co- 
ordinator for  search  and  rescue  in  that  area.  Aircraft  par- 
ticipating in  the  operation  included  Iwo  aircraft  from  the 
lohnson  Flying  Service  in  Missoula,  an  airplane  piloted  by 
Gordon  C.  Sands,  a fish  and  game  auplone  pilot^  by  Don 
Brown,  a helicopter  and  airplane  piloted  by  nallonol  guard 
personnel,  a Cessna  195  piloted  by  Bob  Young,  the  commis- 
sion airplane  piloted  by  Jerry  McOuald,  an  airplane  piloted 
by  Oliver  Dupuis,  and  on  aln>lcme  piloted  by  Bob  Richard- 
son of  the  Flathead  Flying  Service.  Search  was  heunpered 
by  poor  weather  and  the  only  specific  Information  on  the 
airplane  was  a report  by  a Forest  Ranger  at  Spotted  Bear 
that  he  had  seen  the  airplane  flying  in  a southwest  direction 
about  10:30  on  Tuesday  morning,  June  28th.  The  area 
covered  in  the  search  Includes  rough  terrain  and  the  uo- 
laled  country  in  the  Marshall  Wilderness  Area.  Search 
operations  were  hazardous  and  only  experienced  pilots  were 
selected  for  this  work.  The  pilots  were  requested  to  oJso 
watch  for  any  wreckage  of  the  Jack  Little  airplane  which 
supposedly  is  lost  in  the  same  area. 

Aeronautics  Cbari 

As  suggested  at  a previous  commission  meeting  this 
office  prepared  letters  and  mailed  copies  o!  the  aeronautics 
chart  to  the  owners  of  all  brands  used  on  the  cover  of  the 
Montana  aeronautics  chart.  Favorable  comments  and  let- 
ters of  appreciation  hove  been  received  from  brand  owners 
including  Jack  Toole  of  Shelby  and  Fred  Sheriff  of  Helena. 

Oiling  Contract  (or  Harlem  Airport 

The  director  received  a request  from  Guy  Rlggin  of 
Harlem  for  a list  oi  contractors  who  might  be  Interested  in 
bidding  on  oiling  a runway  on  the  Harlem  airport.  This 
office  prepared  40  copies  of  the  bid  and  distributed  a number 
to  contractors  and  also  submitted  a list  of  eligible  contractors 
to  Guy  Riggin. 

Federal  Aid  Airport  Program  and  Airways  OperotiOD 

The  director  has  made  recommendations  to  represen- 
tatives and  senators  of  Montana  and  through  NASAO  per- 
taining to  a senate  bill  which  provides  a sixty  million  dollar 
federal  old  program  for  fiscal  year  1956.  Bills  for  federal 
old  or©  now  being  considered  by  Congress. 

This  office  was  advised  by  the  CAA  that  Immediate 
action  would  be  taken  to  discontinue  INSAC  stations  at  Liv- 
ingston, Whitehall  and  Drummond.  Recommendations  were 
submitted  by  this  office  to  the  senators  and  representatives 
from  Montana  who  look  vigorous  action  supporting  the  need 
for  the  continuation  oi  these  facilities.  This  action  toge^er 
with  similar  action  in  other  states  resulted  In  a directive 
from  the  Senate  to  the  CAA  to  continue  the  operation  of  all 
existing  airway  facilities.  It  was  mointalaed  in  recommen- 
dotions  submitted  by  this  office  that  the  discontinuance  oi 
iaclltles  at  Livingston,  Whitehall  and  Drummond  would 
seriously  effect  the  safety  of  atTcrail  operating  on  airways 
in  the  mountainous  areas  of  Montana  and  similar  recom- 
mendations were  submitted  to  the  air  coordinating  committee 
which  met  in  Seottle  on  July  7th.

FLYING  TO  CANADA? 

Tourists  who  fly  their  own  planes  will  find  useful  c 
new  booklet  issued  by  the  Department  of  Northern  Affairs 
and  National  Resources  in  Ottawa,  outlining  the  regulations 
on  admission  of  aircraft  to  Canada.  The  booklet  tells  where 
to  enter  Canada  by  plane,  the  reguiotions  requiring  advance 
notice  ol  amval  cl  all  airports  except  Toronto  and  Montreal, 
and  the  formalities  on  leaving  Canada.  It  also  tells  how 
to  file  flight  plans  for  trips  in  Canada,  the  areas  which  are 
restrict^  to  private  afrcrafl.  and  the  edde  to  aerial  naviga- 
tion available  in  Canada. 

BOEING  DISCLOSES  USE  OF  CROSS-WIND 
GEAR  ON  B-52b 

Boeing  Airplane  Co.  claimed  three  "firsts"  in  disclosing 
the  use  of  crosswind  longing  gear  as  o standard  production 
item  on  the  Air  Force  B-52  heavy  jet  bomber:  U)  first  on  a 
pr^uctlon  fel  airplane;  (2)  first  on  any  production  military 
airplane;  (3)  first  on  any  heavy  bomber.  Now  being  in- 
stalled on  oil  B-52s  coming  off  the  Seattle  assembly  line 
and  In  pr^uctlon  at  Wichita,  the  new  gear  will  permit  the 
bomber  safely  to  utilize  many  more  existing  airflleds  through- 
out the  world  than  would  possible  with  standard  gear. 

Originally  tested  on  a B-47  bomber  and  successfully 
evaluat^  for  the  &-S2,  the  gear  can  be  pre-posltloned  from 
the  cocl^it  to  permit  takeoffs  or  landing  In  a crabbing  posi- 
tion. All  four  of  the  dual-wheel  main  gear  units  swivel 
to  either  side  so  that  a pilot  in  landing  merely  continues  a 
correct  heading  lor  the  runway.— Am.  Avn.  Daily. 

ADIZ  INCIDENT  SPURS  CLOSER  CAA.  AF  LIAISON 

Closer  working  agreement  between  the  Air  Force  and 
the  CAA  on  ADIZ  flight  procedures  is  expected  to  come 
out  of  a recent  incident  at  Albuquerque  where  an  Air  Force 
jet  In  an  intercept  accidentally  clipped  a Twin  Bonanza 
piiol^  by  W.  P.  Cutter,  president  of  Culter-Carr  Flying  Ser- 
vice. Horizontal  stablizer  of  the  jet  nicked  the  vertical  slab- 
llzer  and  cut  a gash  in  the  vring  of  Cutter’s  plane,  bul.  for- 
tunately, both  aircraft  were  able  to  land  solely. 

Returning  from  a trip  to  Carlsbad,  N.  M-,  Cutler  had 
filed  no  flight  plan  because  he  was  flying  below  the  altitude 
where  CAA  regulations  required  IL  CAA  in.  turn,  had  not 
required  flight  plans  for  the  lower  altitudes  because  it  was 
unaware  of  an  Air  Force  regulation  covering  the  speed  of 
unreported  planes.  Because  the  Twin  Bonanza's  speed  ex- 
ceeds the  maximum  for  "friendly"  planes,  the  Intercept  was 
ordered  regardless  of  the  altitude.— Am.  Avn.  Daily.
